He did nol dispute his legal right, but 


felt thai the money honestly belonged'to spciety: and that it 
would be wrong for him to accept and use it for;his personal 
ends.

Of course this was/an exceptional and-astonishing case. Not 


' 'one in a thousand, nay, not one in leii thousand, cCuld be 


'found who would do'such a thing in this age of scramble for 
dollars, to be obtained honestly if .possible and in other ways if 
practicable. The ordinary reader was astounded by this young 
man's course and utterly unable to understand it. Yet there 
were the 'facts. 
Mr..Garland was refusing lo accept a large 


fprtunc to which he was the legal and-undisputed heir.

13uf later he changed his mind—lo a certain exteril. He de- 


cided to accept the money, and after creating-a trust fund for 
his wife he proceeded lo found Ihe American Fund for Public 
Service, which has been incorporated in Delaware, and to this 
corporation has been-turned over £800,000 to be used in Ihe 
service of the public, hrjushwhal way Ihc money is to be 
used is not made known at this time, but'the business is in the 
hands of men of high standing aiuUwill,. without doubt, be 
properly and conscientiously handled/ The report says: ' I lie 
administration of the fund will differTrom most of those now 
in existence by no't depending on salaried executives to handle 
the work, the members of Hie board undertaking the necessary 
inquiries with the' help of advisory committees drawn from 
Ihose who know best the needs of the experimental fi.ield. 


Mr. Garland explains his course in these words: "I am 
try- 


ing to use the inherited weallh toward'social uses for the fol- 
lowing reasons: I belieye' that every person is an integral part 
of society, and that the. interests of one individual camiot be 
divorced from the interests of other members of society with- 
out all having lo pay (.he^price for it in -the dnd. From Ihis it 
follows (hat I musf strive lo use whatever resources I have (o 
the advantage of all. With this object I intend to turn over to 
the American Fund for Public Service Ihe sum of about eight 
hundred thousand- dollars," 


There is (he story—strange, sinking and utterly incompre- 


hensible to the average man and woman. Though differing in 
detail, il reminds one of the self-sacrificing life of the great 
Tolstoi. It is '(he story of a young man with the world laid at 
his feel, figuralively speaking, and he places it behind him in 
Ihe performance of what he believes to be his duty to his fel- 
low men.

Most people will call him foolish; many will consider him in- 


sane. And ye I he has done nothing but to carry out, virtually, 
Uie instruction given by tlic highest of all authority to a 
wealthy young man spokeii of in the Bible when he was told 
what he must do lo be saved. 


Not many will follow the example of Mr. Garland. It is not 


necessary thai they should. Yet if there were more people in 
(he world holding this young man's views on the brotherhood 
of liian il would be n much bgfler world in which to live.
